; 'We'nave so 'far suspended opera- 
tion--upon contracts which would have 
cost five billion eight, hundred and 
twenty-nine-millions of dollars to com- 
plete ; so that In the mutter of saving, 
t-lie War Department has suspended 
operations, under,contracts or has de- 
termined to c.'incel contracts which, 
in net effect, covered production to 
the extent of !So,SOO,0(X),000 of war 
materials.

Therefore, a plan was devised by 


which, as the first step, we cut off 
overtime employment so rts to -reduce 
production without producing disor- 
ganization. The next, step was to view 
this Vast;mass of contracts In an ef- 
fort to find' out liow far the military 
necessities of the" country- would per- 
mit thehi-to Be reduced and how rapid- 
ly they'might be'--reduced. 
; 'We'nave so 'far suspended opera- 
tion--upon contracts which would have 
cost five billion eight, hundred and 
twenty-nine-millions of dollars to com- 
plete ; so that In the mutter of saving, 
t-lie War Department has suspended 
operations, under,contracts or has de- 
termined to c.'incel contracts which, 
in net effect, covered production to 
the extent of !So,SOO,0(X),000 of war 
materials. 


That does not mean, of course, that
